Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant proposed amending many of the claims rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, to state that the coating further comprises monomers that include the properties that were 
not taught specifically in the disclosure as being accomplished by the monomers claimed along with a further 
explanation and claims to show which monomers do perform the properties claimed. Applicant has also proposed 
narrowing the substrate to "consisting of the polyurethane or silicone claimed to overcome the 35 U.S.C. 102 
rejections. Examiner has agreed that these changes should address the current rejections and further consideration 
and search will be required to determine patentability.
